I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  ^.nnual  Report  on  the  sanitary  circumstances 
of  the  I'rbarx  District  of  Bromsgrove  for  the  year  I966. 

The  general  health  of  the  population  remained  very  satisfactory.  There 
was  no  serious  outbreak  of  infectious  disease.  Vaccination  against  smallpox 
and  imn'onisation  against  diphtheria,  v/hooping  cough  and  tetanus  remained  at 
a satisfactory'  level. 

The  highlight  of  the  year  was  the  opening  of  the  Swimming  Pool.  Besides 
giving  pleasure  and  healthy  recreation  to  those  using  the  Pool,  the  better 
opportunity  of  learning  to  swim  may  help  to  prevent  some  of  the  all  too  frequent 
tragedies  from  drovming. 

.-.nother  valuable  introduction  w'as  the  attachment  of  Health  Visitors  to 
various  General  PractiC>B  in  Bromsgrove.  There  is  reason  to  believe  that  the 

scheme  is  appreciated  by  the  General  Practitioners  and  has  been  of  benefit  to 

their  patients. 

;v  cervical  cytology  clinic  was  started  in  I966  and  is  held  every  third 
Friday  in  the  month.  For  a start  it  was  decided  to  limit  it  to  v/omen  of 

35  years  and  over.  By  this  means  it  is  likely  that  cases  of  cancer  of  the 

cervix  will  be  discovered  at  an  earlier  and  more  easily  operable  stage. 

/-  Family  Planning  Clinic,  inaugurated  in  I965  and  organised  by  the  Bromsgrove 
Branch  of  the  Family  Planning  i.ssociation,  provided  advice  and  help  to  many 
v;omen  and  helped  to  provide  an  urgent  social  need.  Clinics  are  held  every 
■Wednesday  evening  at  Bromsgrove  Clinic,  Recreation  Road. 

The  standard  of  food  hygiene  in  the  District  is  at  a high  level,  thanks  to 
tr.e  v.’ork  done  by  the- Public  Health  Inspectors  and  to  the  co-opez'ation  of  the 
food  trade  and  the  public. 

I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  work  carried  out  by  the 
Dfficers  and  Staff  of  the  Health  Department,  particulenly  Mr.  Holden,  Chief 
I'ublic  Health  Inspector  who  retired  after  28  years  service  with  this  Urban 
district  Council. 

I would  ■•■•Iso  like  to  thank  the  Chairnicxn  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 
for  tneir  continued  help  and  support.

GSNSilAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


The  district  is  served  by  hospitals  of  all  kinds  either  within  the  district 
or  within  comparatively  easy  reach.  There  is,  however,  a need  for  improved 
facilities  for  dealing  v/ith  serious  accident  cases.  Such  cases  have  to  be 
transported  to  either  the  Birmingham  Accident  Hospital  or  to  w'orcester  Royal 
Infirmary. 

Bacteriological  examinations  were  carried  out  by  the  Publi<>  Health 
Laboratory  Service  at  the  V/orcester  Royal  Infirmary.  Chemical  analyses  of 
water  etc.  were  done  at  the  County  Laboratory,  Worcester.  I am  grateful  to 
the  Directors  of  these  Laboratories  for  their  for  their  help  and  co-operation. 

The  County  Council  administers  the  Health  Visiting,  Maternity,  Child 
Welfare,  School  Health,  Immunisation,  Dental,  Specialist,  Chiropody,  Health 
Education  and  other  services  which  aim  at  the  preservation  of  the  health  of 
the  community. 

A cervical  cytology  service,  available  to  women  of  35  years  and  over 
conunenced  at  Bromsgrove  Clinic  in  September,  I966.  This  clinic  is  held  every 
third  Friday  morning  in  the  month. 

'The  Family  Planning  Association  continued  to  run  sessions  at  Bromsgrove 
Clinic,  at  which  advice  and  assistance  was  available  on  family  planning.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR

MR.  CHAIRMAN,  MRS.  CADBURY  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  report  of  the  work 
carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  during 

Mr.  H.  Holden  retired  from  the  position  of  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  on  the  31st  October  I966,  a position  he  had  held 
since  1938.  I should  like  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  valued 
help,  consideration  and  "encouragement  he  has  always  shown  me  Hurin 
our  long  association.  May  I also  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  o 
the  Council  for  appointing  me  to  his  position,  and  say  how  pleased 
I'am  that  Mr.  H.  D.  Jones  was  promoted  to  the  position  of  Deputy 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

I would  also  thank  the  Chief  Officers  of  the  Council  and 
the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  valued  help  and 
support. 


MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION 

The  Public  Slaughterhouse  continued  to  work  to  maximum 
capacity  throughout  the  year.  The  total  number  of  animals 
slaughtered. and  inspected  at  the  Public  Slaughterhouse  and  one 
private  slaughterhouse  was  72,636,  an  increase  of  95^69  animals  on 
the  previous  year.  These  figures  represent  in  average  weekly  kill 
for  the  year  of  19^  cattle,  16  calves,  884  sheep  and  302  pigs 
compared  v;ith  an  average  for  I963  of  l42  cattle,  43  calves,  76O 
sheep  and  110  pigs. 

A large  number  of  casualty  animals  are  slaughtered 
requiring  extreme  care  and  vigilance  by  the  Meat  Inspectors  and 
regular  resort  to  bacteriological  and  histological  examination  of 
specimens  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Worcester.  In  this 
respect  I am  greatly  indebted  to  Dr.  R.  J.  Henderson,  Director  of 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  for  his  valued  assistance.  The  list 
of  causes  of  condemnation  gives  some  idea  of  the  variety  of 
diseases  encountered  rendering  meat  unfit  for  human  consumption. 
During  the  year  a total  of  over  40  tons  of  meat  was  found  to  be 
unfit*  One  full  time  Meat  Inspector  is  employed  at  the  Public 
Slaughterhouse,  with  regular  assistance  from  the  Public  HeaLth 
Inspectors  at  peak  killing  periods.  As  stated  in  previous  reports 
the  provision  of  additional  lairage  and  office  accommodation  is 
essential .
